What are the available approaches to understanding care? What are their lim 

its and possibilities? The chapters in this section take up these questions by

committee chair 
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OTTAWA - An organization that develops health-care standards has released a draft of new long-term care 
Quidance that the authors hope will fundamentally change the way Canadian care homes are accredited and 
inspected. 


Drafted in response to the thousands of resktent deaths related to COVID-19, the new standards are designed to 
avert such tragedies in the future, said Dr. Samir Sinha, chair of a Health Standards Organization technical 
committee that wrote the new document. 


“I think a lot of the standard has been wmitten in that line of thinking, about what have we experienced and what 
further things we need to do in the standard to have avoided a lot of what we had been witnessing over and over 
again during this pandemic,” Sinha said in a media briefing ahead of the document's release. 


The pandemic highlighted some of the severe and long-standing gaps in long-term care, including poor working 
conditions for staff. Those poor conditions gave way to staff shortages while COVID-19 surged in 2020, which in 
turn fuelled the spread of infections as support workers moved from home to home to fill the gaps. 


At times residents have been locked down against thelr nghts, Sinha said, cut off from loved ones and unable to 
leave their residence. 


COVID-19 killed 14,000 residents of long-term care as of Aug. 15, 2021, according to the Canadian Institute for 
Health information, accounting for about 43 per cent of all COVID-19 deaths in the country to date. 


Sinha, who serves as director of geriatncs at Sinai Health in Toronto, said there are several new criteria in the draft 
standards that he believes would have prevented the thousands of deaths among long-term care residents during 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 


The standards are focused on providing care and quality of life for residents, as well as a positive work 
environment. 


That includes fair pay and benefits and appropriate staff levels for workers, and aligning infection prevention and 
control in the homes with the kind of measures used in hospitals, he said. 


The standards also reflect the residents’ rights to live with a certain degree of risk if they choose, which might mean 
residents who are prone to falls eschewing restraints, or some visitors allowed in during outbreaks of illness.

Pandemic parameters 
during the fifth wave 


t the beginning of this pandemic, 

long-term-care homes were hit hard, 
with residents contracting the COVID-19 
virus and many of them died of it. 

Walter Sguazzin, executive director 
of the United Mennonite Home in 
Vineland, Ont., is happy to declare that 
not one resident had contracted, or died, 
of COVID-19 and its variants during the 
first four waves of the pandemic. 

In September 1955, the United 
Mennonite Home for the Aged 
opened its doors to 47 residents. It was 
supported by the United Mennonite 
churches of Niagara, Hamilton, 
Waterloo and Toronto through financial 
gifts and board representation. In 1972, 
the home was licensed by the Ministry 
of Health. 

A new home was built in 2004, 
consisting of 128 long-term-care beds, 
sitting on 4.5 hectares of land. This 
facility now also includes 48 apartments 
and 18 care-suites, with 48 townhouses 
next door. 

The biggest challenge during this 
current fifth wave has been staffing. 
When staff members come to work, 
they do rapid-antigen screening, then 
wait for results before going on their 
shift. If the test is positive, the staff 
member leaves the building and goes 
home to quarantine for up to 10 days. 
Sguazzin believes that this protocol has 
prevented the virus from being passed 
on to the residents. 

Staff that have chosen not to be vacci- 
nated are on a leave of absence. Student 
placements for personal support workers 
and registered practical nurses-in-train- 
ing recruited from Niagara College have 
helped fill the vacancies. Normal recruit- 
ing on recognized websites continues. 

Currently, another challenge has 
been keeping up with the Ministry 
of Long-Term-Care directives and

restrictions, including training, number 
of staff required for each shift, and limiting 
the number of visitors due to the conta- 
gious nature of the Omicron variant. 
Families are using iPads to communi- 
cate with their resident family members. 
During lockdowns early in the pandemic, 
meals were served in the residents’ rooms. 
At other times tables were moved in the 
dining room to allow for more distancing. 
This is no longer the case. 


Swabbing and testing have been 
outsourced to a security company, in order 
not to overload the staff. 

Keeping a well-stocked supply room of 
rapid-antigen tests and personal protec- 
tive equipment (PPE) has been another 
challenge. 

With COVID-19 one must always 
be vigilant, Sguazzin says, adding,

The family of each resident receives 
an information package which includes 
advice on infection prevention and 
control; self-monitoring at home; proper 
hand washing; wearing PPE; and following 
government COVID guidelines with 
masking, distancing and visiting in rooms.

Ontario government guidelines that 
came into effect in mid-December. These

FOR MANY STATES AND COUNTRIES, MOST 
COVID-19 DEATHS OCCUR IN LTCFS 


s of May 28, 2020, 26 states had 50% or more of 

their coronavirus disease 2019 (COVID-19) deaths 
occur in long-term care facilitics (LTCFs), with Minnesota 
and Rhode Island at $1%, Connecticut at 71%, and New 
Hampshire at 70%. Among, the 40 states providing LCF 
death data (including Washington, DC), an average 43% of 
their total deaths occurred in LTCFs (n = 39,039) 
(Figure 1).' The definition of LCF differs by state but gen- 
erally includes nursing, home, group home, and intermediate 
care facilities. Some states more recently have included 
assisted living facilities. Despite such alarming reports, the 
remaining 11 states (Alabama, Alaska, Arizona, Arkansas, 
Hawaii, Michigan, Missouri, Montana, New Mexico, and 
North and South Dakota) still do not report their LTCF 
COVID-19 deaths.

At the national level, the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) relics on state as well as death certifi- 
cate data to report the number of COVID-19 deaths. With 
the gross undcrcounting of deaths in some states and the 
usual significant delay in the receipt of death certificates* 
(now made cven worse by overwhelmed funcral homes and 
morgues), the current reported total number of deaths in 
the United States must be severely underestimated. On May 
6, 2020, the Centers for Medicare & Medicaid Services 
(CMS) directed LCs to report their confirmed or proba- 
ble COVID-19 cases to the CDC.* Accurate accounting of 
all COVID-19 deaths (as well as cases) will allow states and 
the federal government to recognize that LTCFs are a major 
driver of total COVID-19 deaths.

Introduction 


COVID-19 affected each of the ten Canadian provinces and three territories differently. 
However, it is Quebec and Ontario that were hit the hardest by the first wave of the 
pandemic, with the highest number of infections and deaths. As, in Canada, health care 
falls under the jurisdiction of the provinces and territories, notwithstanding certain federal 
guidelines, this article focuses on the province with the largest number of deaths - Quebec. 
At the time of writing (October 2020), Quebec has recorded an over-representation of 
COVID-19 Geaths in long-term care facilities (LTCFs).

4,339,997 confirmed cases of COVID-19 and 148,866 associated 
fatalities in the United States.° Although LTCF residents only make 
up 3.5% of all COVID-19 cases, this has contributed to 
64.9% of total mortalities due to COVID-19-° A similar situation is

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We examined relevant published studies in Medline and PubMed 
using the following key terms: COVID-19, SARS-CoV-2, assisted 
living, group home, and memory care. We also reviewed current 
Centers for Disease Control (CDC) and Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services (CMS) COVID-19 guidelines for LTCFs_ 
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In LTCFs that have COVID-19 cases, SARS-CoV-2 positivity rates 
can vary widely (Table 1), with an average positivity rate of —37%. 
Studies that examined COVID-19 outbreaks in LTCFs had higher 
attack rates on average (42.9%),’-'* but 3 studies surveyed nursing 
homes without regard to outbreak status and found a SARS-CoV-2 
prevalence between 6% and 23%." The SARS-CoV-2 
positivity rate recorded was by McMichael et al’ at 77%, although 
this was a cumulative attack rate over a month. 

Numerous studies have attempted to identify associations 
between LTCF characteristics and COVID-19 incidence. Studies 
using the CMS Five-Star Quality Rating System reported that 
increased nursing-home size and degree of occupancy appear 
strongly associated with likelihood of having at least 1 res- 
ident with COVID-19."* LTCF resident also in- 
fluence the probability of having at least 1 COVID-19 case. 
Higher proportion of African-American residents, lower propor- 
tion of white residents, and higher Medicaid share were all associ- 
ated with higher numbers of COVID-19 cases.*** § levels 
and CMS staffing rating of LTCFs may also affect COVID-19 
spread. In California, lower nurse staffing hours per resident per 
day and lower Five-Star nursing score were both associated with 
increased risk of COVID-19 cases in the facilities.** Similarly, in 
Connecticut, decreased nursing hours were associated with an 
increased number of COVID-19 cases.” Among facilities with 
at least 1 death attributed to COVID-19, higher numbers of nurs- 
ing hours were protective.” Other factors associated with greater
